1967 AMATEUR 
WORLD CHAMPIONSHIPS 


The 1967 Amateur World Champion- 
ships were held in Wembley, England, 
April 20 & 21, with competitions in Latin- 
American and International style. The 
USA was represented in the Int'l Division 
by Dieter & Ingrid Breloehr of New York 
and Norman & Claire Ballantyne of Cali- 
fornia. 28 couples from 20 countries danced 
before 6 thousand people on the first night 
and 8 thousand on the second night when 
the Int'l style Amateur finals, Formation 
finals and the Nine Dance Professional 
event were held (the last event was not 
part of the World Championships). The 
Russians, supposed to enter for the first 
time, did not arrive but sent a telegram 
ending with: “Let the friendship between 
all the dancers of the world win this com- 
petition.” BBC-TV covered the finals and 
British audiences were enabled to see 45 





minutes of top-notch dancing each night. 
Excellent music was provided by the fa- 
mous Joe Loss Band. We hear that al- 
though the Ballantynes danced well they 
did not get through the first round. The 
Breloehrs danced very well and missed 
the semi-finals (top twelve) by only five 
marks. Two Washington, DC, professional 
couples danced in the Nine Dance Event 
and gave a very good account of them- 
selves although unable to reach the final 
round. Joe Jenkins & Nancy Teter were 
liked for their quiet and good style in 
both Modern and Latin. Terry Gregory 
and Kathy Creamer were better in Latin 
than Modern.
